chiatrist of note, Was an under- 
graduate student at Harvard some 
thirty-odd years ago, his grandfather 
who was a devout Baptist, became 
greatly disturbed over John’s “Rom- 
ish practices.”

Purpose of Christ’s Ministry 


What, then, is the evidence that 
priests have the power to forgive 
sins? Let us begin our answer to this 
question by asking, What was the 
dominant purpose of Christ’s minis- 
try on earth? Was it not to rescue 
mankind from the effects of their 
own sinfulness, and to provide suit- 
able means by which they might ad- 
wance in spiritual perfection and at- 
tain eveflasting life? The pages of 
the gospel are replete with instances 
showing the mercy and compassion 
of Christ upon suffering and sinful 
humanity. He restores sight to the

the dumb, and vigor to the paralyzed 
limb. The evangelist, Matthew, sums 
it all up when he says simply: “and 
all that were sick, he healed.” (Matt. 
8:16) While He poured out His bene- 
factions upon the sick of body, He 
was even more intent upon the heal- 
ing of the ills of the soul. This pri- 
mary purpose of Christ’s ministry is 
[indicated in His very name. “Thou 
‘shalt call his name Jesus,” says the 
‘angel, “for he shall save his people 
‘from their sins.” (Matt. 1:21) 


Mary Magdalen Pardoned

And one by one they went 
away. Then Jesus said to the woman 
who alone remained: “Woman, where 
are they that accused thee? Hath no 
man condemned thee? Who said: No 
man, Lord. And Jesus said: Neither 
will I condemn thee. Go, and now

Not less dramatic than the pardons 
ing of the woman taken in adultery 
is the scene that occurred when 
Jesus was dining at the home of 
Simon, the Pharisee, in Bethania. 
Mary Magdalen, a woman of the 
streets, looked down upon by the 
proud Pharisees, enters. With her 
tears she washes the feet of Jesus, 
anoints them with ointment from an 
alabaster box, and wipes them with 
her hair. The Pharisees appear scan- 
dalized that Christ has permitted her 
to so much as touch Him. They do 
not wish to be contaminated by her 
presence, Feign would they have 
cast her out. Simon is saying: “This 
man, if he were a prophet, would 
know surely who and what manner 
of woman this is that toucheth him, 
that she is a sinner.” (Luke, 7:39) 

Does Jesus follow the thought of 
the Pharisees, and drive her away 
from Him with looks of scorn and 
words of condemnation? No, indeed! 
For that scarlet woman of the streets 
Jesus has nothing but mercy and 
words of infinite tenderness. To the 
proud Pharisees He says, ‘““Many sins 
are forgiven her, because she hath 
loved much.” Then turning to the 
weeping Magdalen, He speaks these 
sweet and comforting words which 
breathe the spirit of infinite mercy: 
“Thy sins are forgiven thee. ro 
in peace.”

Is Jesus Christ God? A little 
question—yet upon the answer it 
will depend whether the Christian 
edifice is to stand up or crumble 
down. 

More than eighty times Jesus 
ealls Himself, not a Son of Man, 
but the Son of Man, in the Gospels 
to signify that He is the ideal Man, 
the Man in Whom all human per- 
fections are realized; the Man, 
Who at the same time is God. But 
if He calls Himself the Son of 
Man, in not a less emphatic manner 
He calls Himself the Son of God, 
the only begotten Son of God. 

But is He really the Son of God? 
AU those around Him say so, They 
acknowledge Him as the Son of 
God without arousing in His humble 
soul any resentment, any shadow 
of resistance. Peter falls down on 
his knees and says to Him: “Thou 
art Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” Martha, the sister of Laz- 
arus, exclaims: “Yea, Lord, I have 
believed that Thou art Christ, the 
Son of the living God, Who art 
come into this world.” Thomas, 
the incredulous Apostle, after 
touching the wounds in His hands 
and feet, says: “My Lord and my 
God!” And all the Apostles, when 
He had calmed the storm, cry out: 
“Indeed Thou art the Son of God.” 

Now, what is the reaction of 
Christ to these confessions of His 
divinity? Does He become resent- 
ful or indignant at being called by 
the sacred, incommunicable name 
of God? A few years later, when 
the people of Lystra and Derbe, 
cities of Lycaonia, moved by the 
preaching and miracles of Paul and 
Barnabas, wanted to adore them as 
gods “come down to the likeness of 
men,’ the two Apostles rent their 
clothes and out of their honest 
hearts came forth this exclamation: 
“Ye men, why do ye these things? 
We also are mortals, men like unto 
you, preaching to you to be con- 
verted from these vain things to 
the living God, who made the heay- 
en and the earth, and the sea, and 
all things that are in them.” Let 
us likewise remember how careful, 
how painstaking was John the Bap- 


tist in order that he might not 


deceive the people into believing 
that he was the Messiah. Again 
and again he exclaims: “I am not 
the Christ, I am not the One that 
is to come.” But in the case of 
Christ, there is nothing like that. 
All call Him God. And yet He, so 
holy, so honest, so humble, as even 
His enemies are forced to admit, 
allows Himself to be called God 
and adored as such. 

And He not only accepts the title 
of God, but He congratulates and 
rewards those who give it to Him. 
“Blessed art thou”—He said to 
Simon after he had proclaimed the 
divinity of Christ—“because flesh 


and blood hath not revealed it to 
- thee, but my Father Who is in 


heaven. And I say to thee; that 
thou art Peter and upon this rock 
I will build My church, and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it, and I will give to thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heav- 
en.” Christ not only accepts the 
title of God and congratulates those 
who give it to Him, but He takes 
it Himself and urges and encour- 
ages those He wants to save or 
cure to give it to Him. He says 
to the man who was born blind: 
“Dost thou believe in the Son of 
God?" And the blind man, raising 
his eyes, just opened, towards Him, 
answers: “Who is He, Lord, that 
I may believe in Him?” And Jesus 
replies: “Thou hast both seen Him, 
and it is He that talketh with thee,” 
And then the blind man, falling 
down, adored Him. Christ allows 
Himself to be adored as God. 


Therefore, if He is not God, He is 


an impostor and encourager of 
idolatry, which even His enemies 
are unwilling to admit. 

In order that we may not fall 
into error by thinking that He is 


we are, He manifests Himself as 
the natural Son of God, the only 
begotten Son of God. He says to 
Nicodemus: “God so loved the 
world as to give His only begotten 
Son.” And what He said to Nico- 
demus in a private conversation 
was the ordinary topic of His pub- 
lic preaching in Jerusalem. He 
proclaims His divine and eternal 
Sonship, His consubstantiality with 
the Father in such an emphatic 
manner that the Jews become 
scandalized and pick up stones 
to throw at Him. And when Jesus 
said to them: “Many good works 
I have showed you; for which of 
these works do you stone me?” 
they know well enough how to 
answer: For a good work we 
stone Thee not, but for blasphemy, 
and because that Thou, being a 
man, makest Thyself God.” 


According to the Jewish law, the 
penalty of blasphemy was death. 
Jesus, fully aware of it, did not 


thesitate a moment when, brought 


into the council of the chief priests 
and scribes, they asked Him: “Art 
Thou the Son of God?” “I am,” 
came the prompt reply of Christ. 
But Caiphas, the High Priest, was 
not satisfied with this answer. He 
wanted to elicit from Him such a 
declaration as to leave no room for 
doubt. Therefore, he put to Him 
the same question in all its relig- 
ious solemnity: “I adjure Thee 
by the living God that Thou tell us 
if Thou be Christ the Son of God.” 
Jesus knew the tremendous conse- 
quences of His answer to that ques- 
tion. Yet here it is: “I am.” Then 
He is led to Pilate, the Roman gov- 
ernor of Judea. Of what crime do 
they accuse Him? 


“We have a law and according 
to the law, He ought to die, be- 
cause He makes Himself the Son 
of God.” The rabble knew that He 
was crucified for no other reason 
and, even in His agony, they hurl- 
ed at Him this significative insult: 
“Vah, if Thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross.” 


Thus, Jesus calls Himself God 
and the Son of God. He is not 
satisfied with accepting that title 
from others and rewarding those 
who give it to Him, but He pro- 
claims it privately and openly, on 
the streets of Jerusalem and be- 
fore the tribunals. He prefers to 
die to giving it up. He dies for 
having proclaimed it. There must 
be no mistake about it. 


Here let us notice that Jesus al- 
ways speaks of Himself as differ- 
ent from God the Father and God 
the Holy Ghost. He says: “As the 
Father sent me... My work is 
to do the will of My Father 
I will ask My Father I go 
to the Father . .. I will ask the 
Father and He shall give you an- 
other Paraclete The Para- 
clete, the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in My name ... 
It is expedient to you that I go, for 
if I go not, the Paraclete will not 
come to you; but if I go, I will 
send Him to you.” But Jesus nev- 
er speaks of Himself as different 
from the Son. He is the Son. And 
in such a sense He speaks of Him- 
self as the Son as to imply nothing 
less than absolute and consubstan- 
tial equality with the Father and 
the Holy Ghost. In the gospel of 
St. John, Philip says to Jesus: 
“Lord, show us the Father.” And 
Jesus says to him: ‘Philip, He that 
seeth Me seeth the Father also. Do 
you not believe that I am in the 
Father and the Father in Me? I 
go to the Father and whatsoever 
you shall ask the Father in My 
name, that I will do, that the Fath- 
er may be glorified in the Son. If 
you love Me, keep My command- 
ments, and I will ask the Father 
and He shall give you another 
Paraclete, that He may abide with 
you forever, the Spirit of truth, 
whom the world cannot deceive. If 


anyone love Me, he will keep My 


the Son of God only by adoption, as} 


word, and My Father will love 


him, and. We will come to him, and. 
will make our abode in him.” 
Here in this text we have the 
three Persons of the Blessed Trin- 
ity clearly and distinctly expressed, 
and in this Blessed Trinity, Jesus 
is the Son. And as such He claims 
for Himself the essential attributes 
of God. He proclaims His eter- 
nity: “Father, Thou hast loved Me 
before the creation of the world.” 
“Glorify Thou Me, O Father, with 
Thyself, with the glory which I 
had, before the world was, with 
Thee.” “Amen, amen, I say to you, 
before Abraham was made, I am.” 
He claims the immensity and omni- 
presence of God: “No man has as- 
cended into heaven, but He that de- 
scended from heaven, the Son of 
Man who is in heaven.” Hence the 
significative expression: “I am the 
living bread come down from heay- 
en. I am the way, the truth and 
the life. I am the resurrection 
and the life. I am the light of the 
world.” What can these and simi- 
lar expressions prove? One of 
these two things: Either Christ is 
a fool, or He is God. There is no 
way out of this dilemma. Now, 
even His enemies take it for grant- 
ed that He is a great man. But 
how can a fool be a great man? 


Having proclaimed the essential 
perfections of God, it is only logi- 
eal for Him to claim also all the 
powers of God and all the homages 
due God, He speaks with the au- 
thority of God: “You have heard 
that it was said to them of old: 
‘Thou shalt not kill.’ But I say to 
you, that whosoever is angry with 
his brother, shall be in danger of 
the judgment. Four times we find 
a similar authoritative expression 
in the fifth chapter of St. Matthew. 
He commands as God alone can 
command: “Go, teach all nations.” 


He forgives what God alone can 
forgive. “Thy sins are forgiven 
thee,”” He said to the man who had 
the palsy. “Who can forgive sins 
but God alone?” asked the evil- 
thinking Pharisees. “That you may 
know”—was the prompt retort of 
Jesus—“that the Son of Man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins (He 
saith to the sick of the palsy) I 
say to thee, arise and walk.” He 
judges and rewards as God alone 
can judge and reward. He tells us 
that at the end of time He will come 
with great power and majesty to 
judge the living and the dead, in- 
viting the just into the kingdom of 
heaven and sending the wicked in- 
to everlasting fire. 


Can we then be surprised at His 
claiming the homage due God as 
His own? He claims the homage 
of faith: “You believe in God, be- 
lieve also in Me.” And He makes 
this faith in Him an indispensable 
condition of eternal salvation. He 
says to Nicodemus: “God so loved 
the world as to give His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believ- 
eth in Him, may not perish, but 
may have life everlasting.” And 


not’ die forever.” He claims the 
homage of prayer: “If you ask 
anything in My name, that I will 
do.” You shall ask whatsoever you 
will, and it shall be done unto 
you; in this is My Father glori- 
fied.” He claims the homage of 
love above all things. He demands 
to be loved more than father and 
mother, more than wife and chil- 
dren, more than life itself, for “He 
that shall lose his life for Him, 
shall find it.” He will give them 
eternal life. a 

After these solemn affirmations 
and claims of Jesus, who can re- 
fuse to believe in His Divinity? 
Who will dare to give the lie to 
Him, who says of Himself that He 
is the Truth, and has sealed His 
claims with the works of His Om- 
nipotence? The lepers He cleans- 
ed, the blind and deaf who at His 
command were cured of their af- 
flictions, and the dead He brought 
back, to life—all would rise in an- 
gry protest against the blasphem- 
er. Even His death was the death 
of the Creator of Nature, for all 
nature was struck with sorrow at 
seeing Him expire. “Indeed this 
man was the Son of God,” the Cen- 
turion was forced to exclaim. 

When Jesus, as a child, was pre- 
sented to the Lord in the temple, 
the old man, Simeon, said to Mary, 
His mother: “Behold. this child is 
set for the fall and the resurrec- 
tion of many, and for a sign which 
shall be contradicted.” In other 
words, Jesus will be loved and 
hated. And we are all witnesses 
to the fulfillment of this prophetic 
text. Jesus is today, as He has 
been from the beginning, and He 
will be to the end, loved and hat- 
ed. And what is this love and ha- 
tred but an evident proof of the 
fact that the living and personal 
influence of Jesus Christ is felt 
today as it was during His mortal 
life? There have been great men 
in the world. Today they are 
neither loved nor hated, they are 
hardly remembered. They were 
dust and to the dust they returned, 
and dust has not power to agitate 
the world. But after nineteen cen- 
turies, Jesus Christ alone has the 
power to draw toward Him mil- 
lions and millions of hearts, who 
proclaim and confess Him their 
God, Master and King, who are 
ready to make any sacrifice He 
may demand of them, even the 
sacrifice of their lives. On the 
other hand, today Christ is blas- 
phemed, detested, and persecuted 
in His doctrine, in His ministers, 
even in His own Person, with the 
ruthless and the diabolical hatred 
with which He was persecuted by 
His enemies nineteen hundred years 
ago. And, since shadow and dust 
cannot be the target of hatred and 
persecution, the enemies of Christ 
testify, in spite of themselves, to 
the glorious fact that Christ does 
not lie in the dust, but that He 
lives and reigns in the world: that

Resigns As Pastor 
Of Precious Blood 


Prominent Fort Wayne Priest To 
Retire After Nine Years 
Owing To Ill Health 


The Rev. Basil A. Didier, C.PP. 
S., pastor of the Church of the 
Most Precious Blood since October 
4, 1923, announced his resignation 
to his parishioners at the Sunday 
morning Masses. Unable to give a 
farewell sermon the beloved priest 
explained to his people that owing 
to ill health and his inability to 
continue his pastoral work he will 
enter a hospital for medical care. 
He has been seriously ill of heart 
trouble since last July and several 


{priests of the Congregation of the 


Precious Blood have supplied in 
the parish, the Re¥V. John Wilson, 
C.PP.S., the assistant, performing 
the pastoral duties. 

The Very Rev. Ignatius Wagner, 
C.PP.S., of Carthagena, 0., Pro- 
vincial of the Congregation of the 
Most Precious Blood, favors the 
retirement of Father Didier from 
all parochial labors in order to af- 
ford him rest and recuperation. His 
successor will not be named until 
November. Father Didier announc- 
ed a meeting of parish trustees 
and all society officers, which was 
held on Monday evening; also a 
farewell meeting with the parish- 
ioners conducted Thursday evening 
in the school auditorium. 

Father Didier will remain in the 
city until October 31 when he 
leaves for Chicago to enter the 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. In this 
institution, following his ordina- 
tion more than thirty-five years 


ago, Father Didier spent four 
years as chaplain and now return- 
ing anticipates celebrating All 


Saints’ Day there. 

Coming to Fort Wayne nine 
years ago, Father Didier succeeded 
the Rev. Stanislaus J. Neiberg, C. 


.PP.S., who had been in ill health 


several months and requested a 
smaller parish. He was assigned 
to St. Augustine’s at Rensselaer 
September 16, 1923. His death oc 
curred later in the same parish. 

Under Father Didier’s leadership 
the parish built a new school which 
cost approximately $230,000 when 
completed and equipped; $110,000 
of the amount was raised during 
the first five years of his pastorate, 
A general indebtedness of $6,000 
was also liquidated during the 
early part of his administration. 
xeavation for the imposing new 
school was begun in the spring of 
1929 and the building was dedi- 
cated by the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D. D., on December 8, 1929. 
During his pastorate Father Didier 
has labored untiringly with unre- 
mitting zeal for the upbuilding of 
the parish and the weifare of its 
people. While it is with regret that 
they part with their devoted pas- 
tor, parishioners are mindful that 
rest and constant medical care, and 
relief from the burdens and anxi- 
ties of the parish are necessary for 
his restoration to health. Held in 
love and esteem by his people, they 
will unite in their petitions for his 
early recovery.

Frank Ward O’Malley, 
Famous Journalist, Dies 


Tours, France—Frank Ward 
O'Malley, famous American news- 
paper man, died here recently at 
the age of 56 years. With Mrs. 
O’Malley, he had come here recent- 
ly to put their children in school. 
Mr. O’Malley was a Catholic. 

In accordance with his expressed 
wish to be buried where he died, 
Mrs, O'Malley said, the funeral will 
be held here. 

Frank Ward O’Malley, nation- 
ally known as “O’Malley of the 
Sun,” was called by many of the 
famous men of writing “America’s 
greatest reporter.” He was born 
in Pittston, Pa., November 30, 1875. 
From 1893 to 1895, he studied arch- 
itecture, drawing and painting at 
the Art students’ League, Washing- 
ton, D. C. - He later took special 
courses at the University of Notre 
Dame, where for three years he 
also managed the football team. 
Later, from 1908 to 1912, he studied 
in the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts. 

He gave up drawing and became 
a newspaper man, joining the staff 
of the New York Sun when he was 
31 years old. 

In recent years, Mr. O'Malley 
had been leading a life of voluntary 
exile, residing chiefly in Switzer- 
land, 
he said he was leaving his native 
land in protest against the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment.

: ‘Great Football Rivalry : 


Called upon to face the Pitts- 
burgh Panthers at their home field 
Saturday afternoon, the football 
team from the University of Notre 
Dame is guaranteed its first real 
test of the 1932 season. Pittsburgh, 
despite its being held to a scoreless 
tie by Ohio State last Saturday, a 
team which was previously defeat- 
ed by Michigan and tied by Indi- 
ana in Big Ten competition, is 
recognized as the strongest team 
in the East this year, and will be 
out to give all they have in an 
effort to score their first victory 
over ‘the Ramblers in six starts. 


The football rivalry — between 
Notre Dame and Pittsburgh dates 
back twenty-three years to the 
first meeting of the two teams in 
1909. In that game Notre Dame 
was hard pressed to win a six to 
nothing victory, and hard fought 
games have ensued between the 
two teams ever since. In 1911 
Pitt played the Irish to a stand- 
still, but was also unable to score 
and the game ended without a de- 
cision. The following year Notre 
Dame won 3-0. Relations between 
the two schools were then discon- 
tinued until two years ago when a 
championship Notre Dame team 
swept Pitt off its feet in the first 
half and won 35-19.

No injustice was done any- 
body when God _ deprived 
Adam and his descendants 
from gifts to which they had 
no claim whatsoever. God de- 
prived us of nothing belong- 
ing to our nature, but only of 
what was above our nature, 
and whose repossession he 
made possible despite the sin 
of our First Parents: 


Why is not one religion as 
good as another so long as the 
members of any given de- 
nomination lead good lives 
and try to save their souls?

So tender and considerate was 
Jesus toward sinners, that the Phari- 
sees complained to the disciples say- 
ing: “Why doth your master eat with 
publicans and sinners? But Jesus 
hearing it, said: They that are in 
health need not a physician, but they 
that are ill. Go then and learn what 
this meaneth, I will have mercy and 
not sacrifice. For I am not come to 
call the just, but sinners.” (Matt. 9: 
11-13) There we have in the Master’s 
own words, the purpose of His mis- 
sion on earth—to call the wayward 
sinners back to Him. To illustrate 
this truth still more vividly to them, 
Christ then narrated three parables. 
The first was the beautiful parable of 
the Good Shepherd, who leaves the 


ninety-nine sheep in the desert, and 
a __ .pearches for the one that is lost until 


he finds it. Then carrying it home 
upon his shoulders he calls together 
his friends and neighbors, saying:

Uneducated Peddler 
Becomes Apostle Of 
Christianity In China 


Kongmoon, South China.—One 
of the most vigorous and success- 
ful apostles of Christianity in the 
Maryknoll Kongmoon mission field 
of South China is an uneducated 
“ett” peddler. “Ett” is the name in 
China for a great variety of deli- 
catess®™ made of glutinous rice. 
The Chinese like to make one an- 
other presents of “ett,” especially 
at the New Year season, and these 
dainties are immensely popular 
with the children. 

Yan Tong, Kongmoon’s apostolic 
“ett” peddler, is so successful as 
an itinerant preacher of the Cath- 
olic Faith largely because he was, 
previously to his conversion, a 
widely popular ‘ett’ vendor. A 
tall, lean man, with a sunburnt 
face full of pleasant wrinkles and 
a powerful voice in announcing his 
wares that has caused him to be 
familiarly known as “Big Holler,” 
Yan Tong has a host of friends 
and no enemies. He abounds in 
homely, humorous wisdom, and in 
the milk of human kindness. 

Before he ever heard of the 
Catholic Faith, something told Yan 
Tong, or “Big Holler,” that life 
had more to offer than a mere rou- 
tine of buying rice to sell “ett” to 
buy rice. A chance encounter with 
a friend who was studying Chris- 
tian doctrine decided Yan Tong to 
look into this “foreign religion.” 

One meeting with the catechist 
was enough to convince “Big Hol- 
ler” that he had found what he 
sought. As he was unable to read, 
he was obliged to memorize the 
catechism, which he did in the 
evenings at the catechist’s house, 
reciting his lesson until late into 
ithe night and then hurrying home 
ito make more “ett” for the next 
day’s business. 

Almost as soon as Yan Tong be- 
came a convert he hhd to become a 
preacher, His customers were ex- 
tremely curious when they heard 
that the popular “ett” vendor had 
embraced the “foreign religion,” 
and “Big Holler” had to answer 
numerous inquiries. He soon had 
friends interested, many of whom 
are now baptized. As Christianity 
was almost unknown hitherto in 
that section of the Kongmoon field, 
the “ett” peddler is actually its 
first apostle. 

Yan Tong watches over his con- 
verts like the best of shepherds, 
and keeps himself poor by enticing 
those interested in the Faith to 
come and share his rice, so that he 
can have a longer talk with them. 


Once “Drummer Boy 
_ Of Chickamauga” Is 
Confirmed In Faith 


Indianapolis.—A beautiful chap- 
ter in the cororful career of Major 
General John L. Clem, U. S. A., 
retired, has been written in the 
Blessed Sacrament chapel of the 
Cathedral, here, where the Most 
Rev. Joseph Chartrand, Bishop of 
Indianapolis, confirmed the former 
“Drummer Boy of Chickamauga.” 
General Clem, now eighty-one 
years old, was converted to the 
Catholic Faith about a year ago. 

General Clem’s wife, who resides 
with him in Washington, D. C., and 
his daughter, the former Elizabeth 
Anne Clem, are Catholics. On 
April 17, 1929, his daughter, who 
was prominent socially in the Na- 
tion’s Capital, became a nun of the 
Order of Our Lady of Mount Car- 
mel at the Carmelite Monastery, 
then in New Albany, Ind. She re- 
ceived the veil from Bishop Char- 
trand and her parents witnessed 


the event. General Clem at that 


time was a member of the Episco- 
pal church. 

Recently, he again visited his 
daughter, this time at the new 
Monastery of the Carmelites. He 
had the privilege of conversing 
with his daughter, who is now Sis- 
ter Anne of the Trinity. 

In the Civil War, at the age of 
ten years, he ran away from home 
and followed the fortunes of the 
Federal troops. At the battle of 
Chickamauga he won the pictur- 
esque title that has remained his 
through life. 

Major General Clem saw service 
in four wars. He was in the In- 
dian Wars in Texas in the ‘70s, the 
Spanish-American War, and served 
as an instructor in the World War.

Conferring of Power 

Now this same power of pardon- 
ing, Christ transmitted to Peter and 
the other -Apestles when He said: 
“Amen I say to you, whatsoever you 
shall bind upon earth, shall be bound 
also in heaven: and whatsoever you 
shall loose upon earth, shall be loosed 
also in heaven.” (Matt. 18:18) Even 
more specific and in a manner more 
impressive than the above, was the 
action of Christ after His resurrec- 
tion in solemnly conferring upon His 
aposties this power of pardoning: “As 
the Father hath sent me, I also send 
you. When he had said this, he 
breathed on them; and he 
them: Receive ye the Holy 
Whose sins you shall forgive, they 
are forgiven them; and whose sins. 
you shall retain, they are retained” 
‘fohn, 20:21-23) 

In these words Christ reiterates in 


plain, literal language what He had’ 
previously stated to them in the fig-| 


urative terms of binding and loosing. 
It is to be noted that Christ prefaces 
the conferring of this power wpon 
the Apostles by declaring the identi- 
ty of their mission. with His own: 
“As the Father hath sent me, I also 
send you.”’ He says to them in effect: 
As I came into the world to recencile 
sinners to their Ged, so likewise are 
you called upon to fulfill this same 
mission, 

it is to be observed also that Christ 
gave them power not merely to an- 
nounce that sins were forgiven, but 
actually to forgive them—-“whose sins 
you shall forgive, they are forgiven 
them.” If the authority of the Apos- 
tles were restricted to the declara- 
tion, “God pardons you,” they would 
then require a special revelation in 
each case to make the pronouncement 
valid. Furthermore, the power con- 
ferred is a judicial one. They are 
not told to forgive or to retain indis- 
criminately but judicially, according 
as the sinner deserves. Lasthy, it is 
to be noted that their authority is net 
restricted to any particular kind of 
sins, but extends to ail without ex- 
ception.

ton, His Church, which was to con- 
tinue till the end of time. Thus He 
said to the Apostles: “Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations. . . And 
behold I am with you all days even to 
the consummation of the world.” 
(Matt. 28:20) 

As the Apostles and discrples were 
all to pass away, it is evident that 
the authority they possessed was to 
be transmitted to their successors in 
office. Otherwise, Christ’s Charch’ 
would have perished with His Apos-| 
tles.

This distinction between a man inj 
his private capacity, simply as a hu-| 
man being, and in his official position 
as an ambassador, is woven into the’ 
very warp and woof of our American 
government. Thus, Mr. Andrew W. 
Mellon is sent as the ambassador of 
the United States to the court of St. 
James in London. When he acts with- 
in the limits of his duly accredited 
jurisdiction as our ambassador, and 
signs documents affecting the rela- 
tions of England and the United 
States, is there behind his signature 
the feeble strength of but one elderly 
man? On the contrary, there is be- 
hind his signature the power and the 
strength, and the sovereign authority 
of 125 millions of citizens of our 
country. Why? Because he acts as 
our ambassador, in our name and by 
our authority. 


It is this very distinction that the 
Apostle St. Paul pointed out in his 
epistie to the Corinthians when he 
explained to them the beneficent ar- 
rangement of Divine Providence for 
the reconciliation of sinners. “Géd,” 
he says, “hath reconciled us to Him- 
self through. Christ. and hath given 
ito us the ministry of reconciliation. : 

. For Christ, therefore, we are 
cinbenunilers God, as it were exhort- 
ing through us.” (II Cor. 5:18-20) 


St. Paul publicly proclaimed his 
unworthiness and frailty. He had: 
persecuted the Church of God, and 
there was given to him a “sting of 
the flesh, an angel of Satan” to buffet 
him. Yet he recognized that Christ 
chose not angels, but weak and sinful 
men to be his ministers. Every priest 
receives his priestly power from a 
bishop, who traces his power back 
through an unbroken suecession of 
bishops to one of the Apostles, and 
back ultimately to Christ Himself. 
That is why a priest as a-daly accre- 
dited ambassador of God exercises 
the tremendous power of forgiving 
sin, a power that comes from God as 
its ultimate Source. 


A General Policy 


In delegating priests to act as min- 
isters of reconciliation, Christ is but 
following the general policy, so clear- 
ly recorded in the Gospels, of using 
men as His ambassadors to adminis- 
ter all the sacraments and to preach, 
and to teach in His name. Thus He 
commissioned the Apostles to teach 
in His name, saying: “Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations.” Similar 
was His commission to them to bap- 
tize: “Teach ye all nations; baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
(Matt. 28:19) 

Is it not passing strange that 
Christians who frankly admit that 
Christ chose men to be the heralds of 
His Gospel and the ministers of bap- 
tism and the other sacraments should 
yet seek to exclude from them the 
one sacrament of reconciliation? 
Surely the fair minded reader must 
see that in so doing they are going 
directly avainsi the plain teaching 
not only of St. Pan! but of bcp 
Christ Himself.

As Printed, Silent 
On Birth Control 


Washington.—The official print- 
ed text of the annual report of 
Governor James R. Beverley of 
Puerto Rico has just been made 
available here. Careful perusal of 
the report fails to disclose any 
mention of birth control, despite 
the fact that it was previously re- 
ported that Governor Beverley 
gave indorsement to the practice in 
this document. This reported en- 
dorsement has caused wide com- 
ment and considerable condemna- 
tion in this country. 

Governor Beverley’s report does 
speak of Puerto Rico’s population 
as being too large for an agricul- 
tural area, and asserts that the 
population question is “funda- 
mental” and “intimately related” 
to the standard of living, labor 
conditions and health conditions. 

The report says in part: 

“According to the 1930 census, 
the population of Puerto Rico was 
1,543,913 persons or an average of 
449.5 people to the square mile. 
The estimated population as of 
July 1, 19381, was 1,574,578, or a

Beverley’s report set forth three 
possible partial solutions to the 
problem of “overpopulation.”

No Mention of Birth Control 

A study of the inaugural ad- 
dress as available here in official 
printed text, and also as it appear- 
ed textually in a San Juan paper, 
also fails to disclose a mention of 
birth control, but there is strong 
emphasis placed on the problem of 
“overpopulation.” 

In his inaugural address, Gover- 
nor Beverley said, as recorded in 
the official text: “We must realize 
that Puerto Rico is small, that it 
is poor, that it has an excess of 
population beyond that which can 
be supported at the present stage 
of its industrial and commercial 
development on a proper standard 
of living.” He added that “our 
first, last and immeasurably great- 
est problem is human-economic, 
how to raise the standard of living 
of the rank and file of our people.” 

“It is not possible,” Governor 
Beverley continued, “for a patroit 
to look forward complacently to a 
permanently depressed low wage 
population living just on the verge 
of poverty. In the long time future 
we must see a stronger people, a 
better quality race, a country of 
small property owners and a popu- 
lation better adapted in numbers 
to our territorial extent. The qual- 
ity of a people is more important 
than the number. Nature has 
limited our territorial extent. We 
will ‘never be a great people 
through large material wealth or 
through physical power of num- 
bers. We must be great through 
spiritual and moral attainments, 
through intellectual and education- 
al accomplishments, through the 
development of a small, virile, well- 
governed, satisfied body politic, 
composed of self-reliant, healthy 
individual families with a modest 
but good and secure standard of 


“The vicious circle of poverty—~ 
large birth rate, more poverty 
must be broken somewhere, else 
Nature will remedy the situation 
by an increasing death, rate. We 
must bend every effort toward sav- 
ing our children from starvation 
and from disease but we must have 
some future for which to save 
them else they will not thank us 
for lives of misery, poverty and 
despair. A higher standard of liv- 
ing usuaily brings about a smaller 
birth rate, and a lower birth rate 
in turn permits a high standard of 
living.” 

The statement that Governor 
Beverley’s annual report urged 
birth control brought quick pro- 
tests against the encouragement 
of this practice from many sources. 
Catholic alumni and alumnae 
groups immediately protested, and 
the report which appeared in the 
Times elicited comment from 
newspapers, Catholic and secular, 
throughout the country. One na- 
tionally-known publication tmme- 
diately compiled a symposium of 
newspaper comment which re- 
flected the immediate and wide- 
spread interest stirred by the re- 
port.

Only a small namber of 
churches will continue in use. 

If this new decree is carried out, 
only twenty churches will remain 
in the Russian Soviet Republics 
for the use of Catholics.
